“It is absolutely forbidden, without the permission of the 
editor, to use for any motive or en iffy occasion whatsoever the 
words ‘hero’ or ‘heroic’ or 'heroism,' whether dead or living per­ 
sons are referred to. 
“Headings must be short and concrete, and refer to the mat­ 
ter of the news item. 
“The use of a minimum of adjectives is recommended, es­ 
pecially in treating of ceremonies, fetes, etc., and also on the edi­ 
torial page. #The substantive should suffice. 
Our journalistic 
style needs purifying with at least a year of bare, severe writing. 
Use pumice stone on your periods. 
“Remember that the paper is published for the many thou­ 
sands of readers who have little tjme to spare from their daily 
work. Articles, therefore, should give the gist of the subject at 
once, clearly and soberly, and should not pre suppose that the 
reader is already acquainted with the topic under discussion.” 
This, on the whole, is sound advice, most of which the best 
American newspapers try to apply, whether they succeed or not. 
Mussolini doesn’t know everything, possibly not even as much as 
he thinks he knows, but he knows how to go straight to the point 
—1which is the essence of good writing. 
* 
Thus of the two foremost heroes (begging Mussolini’s pardon) 
of Italy, both of whom have much to say, one may practice these 
principles. But suppose the other, D’Annunzio, were reduced to 
unheroic, adjecti\eless severity! There would be an explosion 
rivaling Vesuvius.

Simple Language In Italy 
Having reformed nearly everything else in Italy, Mussolini 
has got around to newspaper style. 
And here, it must be ad­ 
mitted, he seems on solider ground than in many of his other re­ 
forms. 
He has ordered Italian newspapers to change from their usual 
ornate style to one of severe simplicity. Instructions issued to the 
staff of the official Fascist organ in Rome show what he means. 
Thus: 
“It is absolutely forbidden, without the permission of the 
editor, to use for any motive or en 
occasion whatsoever the 
words 'hero' or ‘heroic’ or 'heroism,* whether dead or living per­ 
sons are referred to. 
“Headings must be short and concrete, and refer to the mat­ 
ter of the news item. 
“The use of a minimum of adjectives is recommended, es­ 
pecially in treating of ceremonies, fetes, etc., and also on the edi­ 
torial page. .The substantive should suffice. 
Our journalistic 
style needs purifying with at least a year of bare, severe writing. 
Use pumice stone on your periods. 
“Remember that the paper is published for the many thou­ 
sands of readers who have little tjme to spare from their daily 
work. Articles, therefore, should give the gist of the subject at 
once, clearly and soberly, and should not pre suppose that the 
reader is already acquainted with the topic under discussion.” 
This, on the whole, is sound advice, most of which the best 
American newspapers try to apply, whether they succeed or not. 
Mussolini doesn’t know everything, possibly not even as much as 
he thinks he knows, but he knows how to go straight to the point 
—which is the essence of good writing.

Thus of the two foremost heroes (begging Mussolini’s pardon) 
of Italy, both of whom have much to say, one may practice these 
principles. But suppose the other, D’Annunzio, were reduced to 
. unheroic, adjectiveless severity! There would be an explosion 
rivaling Vesuvius.

Well, here is something that Mr. Root said just the other 
day, which hardly atrracted the attention it deserved, and which 
may be interpreted as having a bealing on certain interoationa 
problems now engrossing the attention of the United States: 
“Nations always"will differ. They differ in inherited charac­ 
teristics and predilections and traditions and modes of thought 
and feeling; but there never is a difference so great that it can­ 
not be peaceably settled if approached in the tight spirit. And 
there never can be a difference so trifling that it may not be 
made the occasion of war if it is approached in the wrong spirit.” 


Simple Language In Italy 
Having reformed nearly everything else in Italy, Mussolini 
has got around to newspaper style. And here, it must be ad­ 
mitted, he seems on solider ground than in many of his other re­ 
forms. 
He has ordered Italian newspapers to change from their usual 
ornate style to one of severe simplicity. Instructions issued to the 
staff of the official Fascist organ in Rome show what he means. 
Thus: 
“It is absolutely forbidden, without the permission of the 
editor, to use for any motive or en ditty occasion whatsoever the 
words 'hero’ or ‘heroic’ or 'heroism,* whether dead or living per­ 
sons are referred to. 
“Headings must be short and concrete, and refer to the mat­ 
ter of the news item. 
“The use of a minimum of adjectives is recommended, es­ 
pecially in treating of ceremonies, fetes, etc., and also on the edi­ 
torial page. .The substantive should suffice. 
Our journalistic 
style needs purifying with at least a year of bare, severe writing. 
Use pumice stone on your periods. 
“Remember that the paper is published for the many thou­ 
sands of readers who have little t^rne to spare from their daily 
work. Articles, therefore, should give the gist of the subject at 
once, clearly and soberly, and should not pre suppose that the 
reader is already acquainted with the topic under discussion.” 
This, on the whole, is sound advice, most of which the best 
American newspapers'try to apply, whether they succeed or not.

There were few large variations in 
the appropriations for salaries and 
running expenses of the various de­ 
partm ents •* r* of the educational and 
other state institutions.

year, the

tinued also into 1930 under a three- 
year program, for a field building for 
physicial education at West Virginia 
university.

In 1916, the pot 
was boiling in the Dominion Republic 
and marines took complete control of 
that country. 
They were not with­ 
drawn until August I, 1924. 
Iu 1921 Panama and Costa Rica 
had a boundary dispute and a bat­ 
talion of marines was sent down there 
from Philadelphia to see that the dis­ 
pute did not become too serious, but 
It was not necessary for the detach­ 
ment to take the field- Another revo­ 
lution in Honduras called for the land­ 
ing of marines four times, and there 
were additional landing forces in that 
country in 1925. 
All in all, it is seen that the m ar­ 
ines have t>een perhaps the most ac­ 
tive arm of the United States military 
establishment, or, at least that they 
fit 
have covered the most territory.

Tens of 
thousands of young minds suffer the 
same fate every year.

on August 3. 1867. At the time of the 
dedication the membership had been 
reduced to 20. Rev.-Giese prepared aa 
excellent constitution, which has been 
preserved to the present day. 
A charter was secured on February 
3, fS68, but this was replaced by an­ 
other on April 16, 1868. 
After the 
resignation of Rev. Giese on July I, 
1868, the Rev. C. J. Steinbach served 
from 186S to 1870, aud the Rev. John 
Fritz, a returned missionary irom the 
Holy Land, from 1870 to 1872. 
For the next nine^ years tho mission 
maintained 
a precarious existence, 
subsisting chiefly of supplies. The of­ 
ficers of the congregation wore almost 
on the point of closing the doors of 
the church in 1881, on account of hard 
times, but better councils prevailed. 
Rev. Gustavus Schultz 
was 
called, 
who served the mission in connect­ 
io n with St. Paul’s church of New 
Castle, Pa., from October I, 1882, to 
October I, 1$89. 
After another short experiment with 
supplies, Rev. J. G. Reinartz, a grad­ 
uate of the 
Philadelphia Lutheran 
seminary, was called, and became tho 
regular pastor immediately after his 
ordination in S t Stephen's Lutheran 
Church, Pittsburgh, on June 24, 1886. 
While he could find but 24 of the Te- 
ported members, the 
little 
brick 
chapel 
was soon overcrowded with 
worshipers. 
Fire almost wrecked the church on 
the^day before Easter, 1887, but the 
repairs were quickly 
made as the 
work moved forward. A substantial 
parsonage was also erected in 1887. 
The corner stone of the present 
‘beautiful church was laid July 19, 
1896, and the building dedicated by 
Rev. Reinartz to the service of the 
God on November 29, 1896. It was 
built of brick and trimmed with Berea 
stone, with a cross crowned steeple 
HO feet high. 
The Sunday school room was re­ 
modelled for graded work in 1921 and 
the exterior of the building was en­ 
cased in stucco by artists from Vi­ 
enna in 1923, at a cost of $10,000. The 
hazardous work on the 
tower 
and 
gold cross w -s done by skilled work­ 
men from Dallas, Texas. 
The 8ervi<?e 
of 
rededication was 
conducted by Rev. Reinartz, assisted 
by a number of Pittsburgh Synod pas­ 
tors chil Nov. 4, 1923. An adjoining lot 
fronting Third street was bought— 
' on which it is proposed to erect a 
parish building. 
St. John’s Lutheran church, faithful 
to its divine mission—to preach Christ 
and Him crucified, is now one of the 
leading churches of the city.

with­ 
out Him. 
The wonderful adaptations 
of organisms to purpose everywhere 
observed, it is claimed, throughout 
nature, make the supernatural inter­ 
vention of a personal Creator wholly 
unnecessary. 
The very concept of a personal Cod 
is now on the defensive in the cul­ 
tured educational centers in_America, 
as well as beliefs in an authoritative 
Bible, inspiration, 
revelation, 
mira­ 
cles, the deity of Jesus Christ. . 
Tho most pitiable of all tragedies 
is going o n .day by day among our 
young people in the higher institutions 
of learning, in the destruction of the 
Christian faith 
which 
they 
were 
taught in Christian homes. Great num­ 
bers have already lost their Christian 
faith as they pursued their work in 
the colleges and universities. When 
they received their diplomas they were 
infidels or agnostics. The process goes 
on year by year continually and multi­ 
tudes 6f the brightest and best of our 
young people come under the power 
and blighting effects of their studies. 
The result is the precious faith 
of 
their childhood is destroyed. 
Here is an example: A fine young 
girl, nourished in a Christian home, 
full of zeal in all church work and

When she had returned from 
her university to her native town, be­ 
ing reproached .for her indifference 
to tho church which she had loved, re 
plied that she did not know but that 
it was a1' a farce; that there was 
no proof that the Bible is the Word 
of God; that we cannot be sure that 
God is God; that after all the story 
is only a man’s story; that there is 
no reason we should accept it because 
It is the Bible; the Bible is a man’s 
opinion, centuries and centuries ago; 
why should we accept it without ques­ 
tion? No one can prove the things it 
says. Courses in philosophy had rob­ 
bed her of her Bible, 
religion, 
the 
Deity 
of 
Christ. 
Agnosticism 
had 
became' so imbedded in her mind at 
the university that, so far as is known, 
she never recovered her childhood 
faith, or ag^in taken up active church 
work. 
This is an actual instance of a young 
girl from a Christian home, meeting 
with the tragic loss of her faith In tho 
cultured centers of learning. Tens of 
thousands of young minds suffer the 
same fate every year. Let all who love 
the Christian faith arouse themselves 
and utterly abolish this evil in our 
midst.

Cornerstone Was Laid 
by Members on Aug­ 
ust 3, 1867. 


o n August 3. 1S67. At the t im e of the J 
dedication the membership had been 
reduced to 20. Rev.Giese prepared an 
excellent constitution, w h ic h h a s been 
preserved to the present day. 
A charter was secured on February 
3, tS68, but this was replaced by an­ 
other on April 16, 1868. 
After the 
resignation of Rev. G ie se on July I, 
1868, the Rev. C. J. Steinbach served 
from 186S to 1870, aud the Rev, John 
Fritz, a returned missionary irom the 
Holy Land, from 1870 to 1S72. 
For the next nine^years the m issio n 
maintained 
a precarious 
e x is t e n c e , 
subsisting chiefly of su p p lie s. The of­ 
ficers of the congregation were almost 
on the point of closing the doors of 
the church in 1881, on account of hard 
times, but better councils prevailed. 
Rev. Gustavus Schultz 
w a s 
called, 
who served the mission in connect­ 
io n with St. Paul’s church of New 
Castle, Pa., from October I, 1882, to 
October I, 1889. 
After another short experiment with 
supplies, Rev. J. G. Reinartz. a grad­ 
uate of 
the 
Philadelphia Lutheran 
seminary, was called, and became the 
regular pastor immediately after his 
ordination in St. Stephen's Lutheran 
Church, Pittsburgh, on June 24. 18S6. 
While he could find but 24 of the re­ 
ported members, the 
little 
brick 
chapel 
was soon overcrowded with 
worshipers. 
Fire almost wrecked the church on 
the^day before Easter, 1887, but the 
repairs were quickly 
made as the j 
work moved forward. A substantial 
parsonage was also erected in 1887. 
The corner stone of the present 
■beautiful church was laid July 19, 
1896, and the building dedicated by 
Rev. Reinartz to the service of the 
God on November 29, 1896. It was 
built of brick and trimmed with Berea 
stone, with a cross crowned steeple 
HO feet high. 
The Sunday school room was re­ 
modelled for graded work in 1921 and 
the exterior of the building was en­ 
cased in stucco by artists from Vi­ 
enna in 1923, at a cost of $10,000. The

men from Dallas, Texas.

failures of banks under state control, 
according to H arry C. Johnson, state 
supervisor of banking. 
“Since 1915, this record has only 
once been equalled—in 1920—another 
year in which no failures w ere re­ 
corded,” Johnson declared. 
“During the past eleven years only 
37 state banks have been taken over 
for liquidation by the banking d ep art­ 
m ent, l l of which occurred during the 
adjustm ent year of 1921. 
“Liquidation of 
these banks has 
been very fortunate as the utlim ate 
loss to depositors has been com para­ 
tively small. 
“I feel sure that the closing sta te ­ 
m ents of 1926 of all state banks will

Elihu Root is remembered as one of the greatest secretaries 
of state this country has produced. His most conspicuous service 
in th at office was the cultivation of good feeling and pleasant 
relations between the United States and Latin-America. His his­ 
toric tour of Central and South America, with his dignified, 
friendly, broad-minded utterances at th at time and the favorable 
I caption from nations previously cold and suspicious toward our 
own country, has been regarded as one of the bright spots in 
American statesmanship. 
Today Elihu Root deserve.s, if any American does, the title 
of “Elder Statesm an.” 
Well, here is something th at Mr. Root said ju st the other 
day, which hardly atrracted the attention it deserved, and which 
may be interpreted as having a bearing on certain international 
problems now engrossing the attention of the United S tates: 
“Nations always "will differ. They differ in inherited charac­ 
teristics and predilections and traditions and modes of thought 
and feeling; but there never is a difference so great th at it can­ 
not be peaceably settled if approached in the fright spirit. 
And 
there never can be a difference so trifling th at it may not be 
made the occasion of war if it is approached in the wrong spirit.” 


Sim ple Language In Italy 
Having reformed nearly everything else in Italy, Mussolini 
has got around to newspaper style. 
And here, it m ust be ad­ 
mitted, he seems on solider ground than in many of his other re­ 
forms. 
He has ordered Italian newspapers to change from their usual 
ornate style to one of severe simplicity. Instructions issued to the 
staff of the official Fascist organ in Rome show what he means. 
Thus; 
“It is absolutely forbidden, without the permission of the 
editor, to use for any motive or en any occasion whatsoever the 
words ‘hero' or ‘heroic’ or 'heroism,* w hether dead or living per­ 
sons are referred to. 
“Headings must be short and concrete, and refer to the m at 
ter of the news item. 
“The use of a minimum of adjectives is recommended, es­ 
pecially in treating of ceremonies, fetes, Ste., and also on the edi­ 
torial page. .T h e substantive should suffice. 
Our journalistic 
style needs purifying with a t least a year of bare, severe writing. 
Use pumice stone on your periods. 
“Remember that the paper is published for the many thou­ 
sands of readers who have little tim© to spare from their daily 
work. Articles, therefore, should give the gist of the subject at 
once, i learly and soberly, and should not pre-suppose th at the 
reader is already acquainted with the topic under discussion.’* 
This, on the whole, is sound advice, most of which the best 
American newspapers try to apply, whether they succeed or not. 
Mussolini doesn’t know everything, possibly not even as much as 
he thinks he knows, but he knows how to go straight to the point 
—which is the essence of good writing. 
* 
Thus oi the two foremost heroes (begging Mussolini’s pardon) 
of Italy, both ol whom have much to say, one may practice these 
principles. 
Rut suppose the other, D’Annunzio, were reduced to 
unheroic, a d je c tiv e ^ seventy!

One of their officers was Lawrence, 
a brother of George Washington, who 
died of the effects of hardship and 
exposure in one of the campaigns.

was from his brother Lawrence that

On November IO, 1775, the Continen­ 
tal Congress in providing for Federal 
troops, authorized two battalions of 
marines, and this was the beginning 
of the Marine Corps of today. One of 
these battalions formed a large part of 
the reinforcements gent to W ashing­ 
ton after his disastrous retreat across 
New Jersey and was with him at the

of 
Princeton 
and 
Trenton. 
Other marines served with the Navy 
and had their share in the victories 
of Barry, Biddle, and John Paul Jones. 
Following the Revolutionary War, 
the marine* took part in the naval 
war with France, in the campaign 
against the Pirates of Tripoli and the 
Barbary States, in the Wrar of 1812, in 
the Mexican War in the Civil War, 
and in campaigns against W est Indian 
pirates in the Philippines, against the

“Nations always "will differ. They differ in inherited charac 
teristics and predilections and traditions and modes of thoughU 
and feeling; but there never is a difference so great that it can 
not be peaceably settled if approached in the right spirit. 
And 
there never can be a difference so trifling that it may not be 
made the occasion of war if it is approached in the wrong spirit.” 


Sim ple Language In Italy 
Having reformed nearly everything else in Italy, Mussolini 
has got around to newspaper style. 
And here, it must be ad­ 
mitted, he seems on solider ground than in many of his other re­ 
forms. 
He has ordered Italian newspapers to change from their usual 
ornate style to one of severe simplicity. Instructions issued to the 
staff of the official Fascist organ in Rome show what he means. 
Thus: 
“It is absolutely forbidden, without the permission of the 
editor, to use for any motive or en any occasion whatsoever the 
words ’hero' or ‘heroic’ or 'heroism,* whether dead or living per­ 
sons are referred to. 
“Headings must be short and concrete, and refer to the mat­ 
ter of the news item. 
“The use of a minimum of adjectives is recommended, es­ 
pecially in treating of ceremonies, fetes, etc., and also on the edi­ 
torial page. 0 The substantive should suffice. 
Our journalistic 
style needs purifying with at least a year of bare, severe writing. 
Use pumice stone on your periods. 
“Remember that the paper is published for the many thou­ 
sands of readers who have little tjme to spare from their daily 
work. Articles, therefore, should give the gist of the subject at 
once, clearly and soberly, and should not pre suppose that the 
reader is already acquainted with the topic under discussion.” 
This, on the whole, is sound advice, most of which the best 
American newspapers try to apply, whether they succeed or not. 
Mussolini doesn't know everything, possibly not even as much as 
he thinks he knows, but he knows how to go straight to the point 
—which is the essence of good writing. 
' 
Thus of the two foremost heroes (begging Mussolini’s pardon) 
of Italy, both ot whom have much to say, one may practice these 
principles. 
But suppose the other, D’Annunzio, were reduced to 
unheroic, adjectiveless severity!

Soviet M arriage Rules 
Add Difficulties 
to Job. 


MOSCOW.—The Russian people ob­ 
ject to being counted. Census takers 


who ?,re now attempt!:.g to complete 
the first All-Union chock on popula­ 
tion are meeting obstacles which re 
mind historians of the first Russian 
census under Peter the Great more 
than 200 years ago. 
Peasant-* took to tho wood 
a n i 
“hid out’’ for months when Peter’s 
agents called. 
Today reports are re 
celved that portions of the population 
have attacked the 8 o \Ie t census tak 
ers with showers of stones, 
In Dnepropetrovsk two large parties 
of census takers were com pletely rout­ 
e d -by a determined gaug of ' horn ­ 
less Children." Several hundred of tho 
waifs, ranging in age from eight to 
fifteen years, fortified them selves on 
the sixth and seventh floors of 
a 
ruined barracks in the center Of the 
City and bombarded the government 
agents until they were compelled to 
retire. The census taker* besieged the 
building, assaying sorties as tar as th? 
fifth floor, but each time were mot 
with volleys of bricks and chunks OI 
plaster. 
After two days the census 
takers patched up their minor injuries 
and gave it up as a bad job. 
Use Bribery. 
Another group of 
census takers, 


adopting more 'diplomatic means, sue 
reeded In counting a colony of about 
IOO homeless children whose fortifi­ 
cation was the ash pile back of the 
city electric plant. Bribing one of th > 
young gangster* to act as intermed­ 
iary, the census takers finally arrang­ 
ed a parley with the fifteen year old 
‘Hetman" of the colony nnd'throngh 
him obtained permission 
to 
count 
"retainers." 
Soviet marriage law* add another 
difficulty for the census takers. Th.1 
fear of many men living in “unreg 
leered marriage" that 
their 
velvet 
may ask for alimony has led many 
of them to falsify their reports. Cen* 
bus takers in Leningrad 
report an 
alarming proportion of men living in 
the same rooms with women Insist 
that they are not married. This will 
lead. it Is feared, to highly Inaccurate 
statistics on the matrimonial state or 
the population. 
Other surprising phenomena con 
nected with the Soviet marriage ay- 
tem have been revealed by the firrt 
days of the census. In one Leningrad 
lodging the census taker was faced 
by a man and two women, one old and 
one young. Both claimed to bo the 


man's wife the old woman declaring

Serious trouble broke out in Haiti 
in 1915, as a result of which marines 
have been on duty in that republic 
continually from July of that year to 
the present date. 
In 1916, the pot 
was bolling In the Dominion Republic 
and marines took complete control of 
that country. 
They were not with­ 
drawn until August I, 1924. 
Iu 1921 Panama and Costa Rica 
had a boundary dispute and a bat­ 
talion of marines was sent down there 
from Philadelphia to see that the dis­ 
pute did not become too serious, but 
It wag not necessary for the detach­ 
ment to take the field- Another revo­ 
lution in Honduras called for the land­ 
ing of marines four times, and there 
were additional landing forces in that 
country in 1925. 
All in all, it is seen that the mar- 
ines have been perhaps the most ac­ 
tive arm of the United States military 
establishment, or, at least that they 
have covered the most territory.

Rev.- Giese prepared an 
I excellent constitution, which bxs been 
j preserved to the present day. 
A charter was secured on February 
8, TSM, but this was replaced by an 
other on April 16, J sex. 
After the 
resignation of Rev. Glese on July I, 
1868, tho Rev. C. J. Steinbach served 
from 1868 to 1870, aud th* Rev. John 
Fritz, a returned missionary lrom the 
Holy Land, from 1870 to 1872. 
For the next nine years the mission 
maintained 
a precarious 
existence, 
subsisting chiefly of supplies. The Of­ 
ficers of the congregation were almost 
on the point of closing the doors of 
the church in 1881, on to count of hard 
times, but better councils prevailed. 
Rev. Gustavus Schultz 
was 
called, 
who served the mission In connect* 
Hon with St. Paul’s church of New­ 
castle, Pa., from October I, 1881’, t<- 
October I, 1*88. 
After another short experiment with 
supplies, Rev. J. G. Reinartz. a grad­ 
uate of 
the 
Philadelphia 
Luther in 
seminary, was called, and became tho 
regular pastor immediately after his 
ordination In St. Stephen's Lutheran 
Church, Pittsburgh, on June 24, 188<i. 
While he could find but 24 of the re­ 
ported members, the 
little 
brick 
chapel 
was soon overcrowded with 
worshipers. 
Fire almost wrecked the church on 
the^day before Easter, 1887, but the 
repairs were quickly 
made as the 
work moved forward. A substantial 
parsonage was also erected in 1887. 
The corner stone of the present 
‘beautiful church was laid July 19, 
1896, and the building dedicated by 
Rev. Reinartz to the service of the 
God on Novemlier 29, 1896. It was 
built of brick and trimmed with Berea 
stone, with a cross crowned steeplo 
HO feet high. 
The Sunday school room was re­ 
modelled for graded work In 1921 and 
the exterior of the building was e n ­ 
cased in stucco by artists from Vi­ 
enna in 1923, at a cont of $10,000. The 
hazardous work on the 
tower 
and 
gold cross w s done by skilled work­ 
men from Dallas, Texas. 
The servile

rededication was 
conducted by Rev. Reinartz, assisted 
by a number of Pittsburgh Synod pas­ 
tors on.

once been equalled—in 1920—another 
year In which no failures were re ­ 
corded,” Johnson declared. 
' During the past eleven years only 
37 state banks have been taken over 
for liquidation by the banking depart­ 
m ent, l l of which occurred during the 
adjustm ent year of 1921.
